and her incidental ex- 


pense* not more than $10,— leaving a 
balance of $44 in her favor, and, as com- 
pared with her seemingly more favored 
filter, of $78. 
Kvcn if the teacher so 


desired, the could not find the time to 
do her own washing and sewing during 
the school year. She must dress well 
to retain her situation, and, if she in- 
tends to be well-informed and properly 
qualified for the work she has under- 
taken, mutt spend money foi bookx, and 
take time to read them. On the other 
hand, the servant-girl requires only a 
strong arm with which to do her work; 
and a willing heart to please her mis- 
tress.
